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September 27th the body of George Hurlburt was found in 
the town of Belmont, in what is known as the Hurricane 
Road. He was last seen, so far as any knowledge can be ob- 
tained by the officials, at about seven o’clock the previous 
evening going toward Belmont, in an easterly direction from 
his home. The body was found about one-third of amile in a 
westerly direction, the other side from his home. A coroner’s 
jury was summoned, and after a careful investigation, they 
returned a verdict that Hurlburt came to his death by being 
killed by some person to the jury unknown. 

After several weeks of constant work upon the case, under 
the power given me by the statute, I engaged assistance from 
the Pinkerton National Detective Agency. A very efficient 
detective was furnished, but on the night of the tragedy there 
had been an exceedingly heavy thunder storm, all traces of 
teams or foot prints were totally obliterated, and as no trace 
of Hurlburt could be found after he left his home, it was an 
exceedingly difficult case to handle. Up to the present time 
no arrests have been made although there is information in 
this office that most likely will lead to the apprehension of 
parties, who, if not the real criminals, yet are probably ac- 
quainted with the facts. The case has not been abandoned, 
and every effort will be made Gunae my term of office to bring 
the criminals to justice. 

This being my final report as Solicitor for this county, I de- 
sire to return my thanks to all of the officers, not only of the 
county, but of the various towns and cities, who have invaria- 
bly shown me all the courtesy and kindness that is possible 
for one official to show to another, and I should indeed be un- 
grateful if I did not appreciate and acknowledge the willing 
courtesy that has been extended to me by the members of the 
Belknap County Bar, who have materially aided me in per- 
forming the not always pleasant duties of a County Solicitor.

We herewith submit our semi-annual report of auditing the 
several accounts of the county officers as required by law. 

We have examined the bills rendered by the county com- 
missioners for their services and expenses from January 1, to 
to July 1, 1900, and are of the opinion that the sums charged 
for services are for time actually spent in the business of the 
county and that the sums charged for expenses are reasonable. 

We have also examined the treasurer’s account and find it 
correct with proper vouchers for all payments made by him. 
We have compared the orders paid by the treasurer with the 
record of orders drawn by the county commissioners and find 
that they agree and that the treasurer has paid all orders 
drawn by them. 

The treasurer had on hand Jan. 1, as shown by the last re- 
port $11,596.17 and has received from all sources since then 
$4,636.86, making $16,033.03. He has paid out on orders 
drawn by the commissioners $11,788.83, on orders drawn 
by the court $3,038.70, coupons on bonds $970, making 
the total payments $15,797.03, which leaves a balance on 
hand $236. 

We have also examined the books of the county commis- 
sioners and find that they have drawn orders on the treasurer 
as above stated, of which $5,334.45 was for the support of ex- 
ternal poor as follows:

reasonable. 

We have also examined the treasurer’s account and find it 
correct with proper vouchers for all payments made by him. 
We have compared the orders paid by the treasurer with the 
record of orders drawn by the county commissioners and find. 
that they agree and that the treasurer has paid all orders 
drawn by them except one of three dollars. The treasurer 
had on hand July 1, 1900, $236. He has received from 
taxes $30,000; from the county farm and all other sources, 
$857.02, making a total of $31,093.02. He has paid out on 
orders drawn by the county commissioners $12,056.61; on 
orders drawn by the court $4,451.71; notes and interest
